6. RESTORATION TO SAFE CONDITION

ing or restoration to a safe condition of any building or

7. PERMITTED AGRICULTURAL USES © 


Nothing in this By-law shall apply to prevent any land from 
being used for any agricultural use and residence associated 
with that use, providing there is a minimum lot size of 25 
acres and minimum front, side and rear yards of 25 feet, 
except where a farm b@ilding abuts a neighbouring residential 
use that building will be set back a minimum distance of 
100 feet.

ter was like.

~ FRIENDLY HINTS 


FEED RECORDS ARE 
IMPORTANT 

Livestock feeders would be well 
advised to take a page out of the 
chicken broiler feeder’s handbook 
of rules to successful feeding. I'm 
referring to the common practice 
‘among these feeders of keeping ac- 
curate feed consumption records. 

There is no question in my mind 
that effeciency is going to be the 
trademark of the successful feeder 
of the future. Whether we like to 
assume a hard “everything for good 
business” approach or not, survival 
in farming will depend on it. 

One of the basic rules of good 
business management is keeping 
sufficient, and good or accurate re- 
cords. For the feeder of hogs, beef, 

| or dairy cattle, efficency of produc- 
tion will lie in the decision making 
you do in your feeding programa. 

Do you know the costs of your 
inputs? Labour? Overhead? Anim- 
al health items? Not just generally, 
but precisely, on a pound of meat 

or milk basis? These are facts you 
; heed to know to make management 
‘decisions -- guesswork is no longer 
| Accurate enough, although it too of- 
| ten is the basis now for decisions. 
| Recognition of this will lead you 
'to recording the feed consumption 
of your livestock. For example you 
‘can meter ‘bulk feed bins so that 
you know over a short period of 
time how much feed is eaten. You 
tan record this on a weekly basis 
(or more often if you wish) as the 
broiler producers now do. You can 
| therefore watch feed consumption 
patterns closely, and be alert for 
| significant changes. They could 
| come from disease, or other causes, 
| but can be traced early and caught 
| before serious production losses oc- 
, cur, 
| Your management records will 
|

apart from labour and overhead 
| costs. Good records will help you to 
| make those extra profits in years 
| ef good market prices to tide you 
'over the leaner years. They will be 
ithe difference between profit and 
oe | joss if you use them rightly.
